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STEPHENS SPEAKS 


ON THE PROMINENT ISSUES OF THE 
CAMPAIGN. 


tie Never AMliated with the Cealitionists nor Corres. 
ponded with Them on Political Issues—He Un. 
hesitatingly Adheresto the Democracy. 
~The Great Commoner’s Piain Taik. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Wasutnoton, June 17.—I called upon Mr 
Stephens this afternoon, and found him very 
busily engaged with his two secretaries, in 
bringing up his oorrespondence. After a 
general inquiry as to his health, and being 
assured that it was as good as it has been for 
the last twelve months, except his sprained 
ankle, which was slowly improving, the con- 
versation turned upon the present outlook 
touching the governorship of Georgia. He 
said the intelligence received from all 
parts of the state, by letters and 
newspapers, was very gratifying tohim. The 
opinion seems to prevail, very generally, said 
he, that a large majority of the democratic 
State convention in July will be in 
favorof my nomination.‘‘ There is,’’ how 
ever, he added, “in some sections and 
by several presses very strong opposition, 
which I think arises from erroneous impres- 
sions that it seems to me could be easily cor- 
rected. I wish you would write to the edi- 
tors of THE Constitution and tell them to set 
these things right.” 

“Why not” said I, “set them right your- 
self and let me repeat what you say to THE 
Constitution for publication.” 

Mr. StepHens—‘“T will, if you wiil report ex- 
actly what I say and submit it to me before 
sending, so that there may be no mistake 
about it. In one of yeur reports which was 
not submitted tome a misapprehension on 
your part of the applicatiou of my remarks 
to one telegram instead of another caused me 
some annoyance, as it, taken in connection 
with other statements by me, involved in- 
consistencies and contradictions. The telegram 
which Iso unqaalifiedly denounced was not 
Mr. Speers which he had told me he in- 
tended to send, and which he did send, but 
it was the telegram from Atlanta to the 
Chicago Tribune of the 15th of May, stating 
in substance that I had consented to accept 
the nomination of the independents and 
coalitionists. That was the telegram which I 
said I had never given authority to Mr. Speer 
or toanybody else to send. On the contrary, 
I have uniformly said I would not accept 
the nomination of any party except the dem- 
ocratic, with which alone I was _par- 
ticularly associated.” : 

Upon my assuring Mr. Stephens thatall he 
might say on this occasion should be written 
out and submitted for his approval before be- 
ing sent to the press, he then proceeded to 
say : 

Ist. One of the erroneous impressions attempt- 
ed to be made on the public mind in some sec- 
tions, to which I refer, is that there has been 
a correspondence between me and leading 
ooalitionists and independents (whose object 
is to destroy the democratic party) and that 
an understanding exists between them and 
me as to their plans and purposes and that 
I am in sympathy with them. To this 
I have simply to say most en- 
phatically that there is not the 
slightest foundation for this idea, statement 
or insinuation. Itis true I am on friendly 
relations, personally, and have been for years 
with the leading independents, so styled in 
the state, and with many of the leading re- 
publicans. But nesueh correspondence ever 
took place between me and either or any of 
the parties designated. No man’s fidelity to 
the great principles of the gdemocratic 
party was ever maintained with more 
steadfastness than mine has been since 
my first connection ‘with it, upwards 
of a quarter of a century ago. 
I have, with one exception, voted for the 
candidates nominated by that party, and on 
all occasions, during all that long period in 
the county, district, state and federal elec- 
tions. This exception was my refusal to sup- 
port the nomination of Mr. Greeley for the 
presidency in 1872. The whole of my life has 
been devoted to the defense and maintenance 
of those principles upon which the party was 
organized upwards of eighty years ago. How 
is it possible to suppose that I, at my pres- 
could be conspiring to over- 
throw and destroy those principles to 
which my whole previous life has been devo- 
ted, or to overthrow that organization in 
which alone there is any hopeful prospect of 
their preservation and perpetuation. It has 
been stated, Willingham, Lawshe, Longstreet 
and Felton are parties with whom this cor- 
respondence has been held, or by whom it 
is claimed that I was made aware of their 
plans and purposes, and that I was in full 
sympathy with them. I never received 
from General Longstreet, whom I 
esteem personally, a letter on 
any political question in my life, and never 
wrote him one of that character. J have not 
written to nor received from Mr. Lawshe a 
letter in the last twelve monthson any subject 
that Ican think of. I lave been intimate 
with Mr. Willingham for many years, but no 
correspondence has taken place between us in 
the lasttwelve months upon political issues or 
questions. I have received but one letter 
from Dr. Felton on any subject for nearly, if 
not quite, a year. That one was the letter to 
which I replied on the 18th of May, and 
the reply to which he published in THE 
Constitution on the 23d of May. eae 

2d. Another error existing in the public mina 
is in relation to my position in 1878, when in 
what was called my Casey letter, itis said I de- 
fied the @emocratic party in my district and 
proclaimed myself an independent candidate 
without regard to the convention, called by 
the executive committee of the district to 
nominate acandidate. Further, it is said in 


this connection that there is a difference in 
the principles set forth in the Smith letter 


and the Casey letter on the subject of nomina- 


tions. 

A reference to the record will show that both 
these are errurs. First, in the Casey letter : 
did not proclaim myself an independent can- 
didate without regard to the action of the 
district convention, and secondly, there 6 10 
variance in prmeiple between the Casey and 
Smith letters as to my viewsor the pro- 
priety of party nominating convention. She 
tacts and circumstances under which the 


cratic caucus in the house here had resolved 
as a democratic measure to press the 
celebrated Potter resolutions to a vote under 
the previous question, and to pass them as 
the basis of future party policy. I opposed 
those resolutions and voted against them be- 
cause I thought them mischievous in their 
tendency and results if carried out. As and 
for this ig, peng with my party on 
that ee was severely censured, not 
only by certain northern, but by southern 
democratic papers, there was an attempt in 
my district torule me out of the party be- 
cause of my opposing the dictation 
of the party caucus on _ this pub- 
lic measure, when I was in the discharge 
of the high trust delegated to me asa repre- 
sentative by my constituents. Casey was the 
chairman of the democratic executive com- 
mittee in the district. He called a conven- 
tion to meet to nominate a candidate in the 
regular way. He wrote to me at this place 
inclosing a copy of the call. I replied, giving 
him a full account of the situation here, an 
what it was for; thatthe attempt was being 
made to rule me out of the party, but in that 
letter I distinctly said: “I donot at all 
object to conventions as a proper mode 
of selecting, candidates, contaiadiy where all 
persons participating in them agree upon 
certain principles to be maintained and cer- 
tain posicies to be pursued, and where there 
are several or many aspirants for the position, 
and where successcan only be reached by 
concert and unity of action, nordo I object 
to anything done by your committee in the 
matter of calling the Thomson convention, nor 
their recommendation touching the  two- 
thirds rule. That rule I always 
regarded as unjust and unfair i 
its operation and utterly out of 
place in any other except federal 
nominating conventions. The effect of this 
rule in our district, state ani county conven- 
tions, under the manipulations of ring mas- 
ters is generally to defeat ratber than carry 
out the will of the people, and from this evil 
has sprang very materially throughout the 
country a growing disposition to do away 
with this mode of electing candidates. An- 
other point in conclusion I wish to be dis- 
tinctly understood upon. From the tone of 
that class of papers to which I have referred 
it would seem that I am to be considered 
hereafter as having abandoned the democratic 
party and placed myself in antagonism to its 
organization by the telegram referred to, etc. 
If the question of my political principles or 
affiliation therefor is raised in that conven- 
tion I plead to its jurisdictions. If lam not 
a democrat of the s‘raightest sect in Georgia, 
then wheis? You, my dear sir, know the 
material and stuffofwhich my democracy is 
made; you know well who, in one of our 
darkest hours in 1870, framed that platform 
of principles which maintained the integrity 
and equality of the several states and rallied 
the people of Georgia to a rescue of their con- 
stitution andrights in the memorable cam- 
paign and election of that year. 

‘You know that you were one of them and 
I was another. In the event, therefore, that 
this convention shal! repudiate me as an un- 
fit representative of «lemocratic principles and 
shall attempt to rule me out of the democratic 
party because of that telegram, or anything 
else connected with my recent public acts, 
then I say to you andto them plainly and 
distinctly that I shall regard their 
edict as but a brutum fulmen, issued 
by anirresponsible faction of tricksters, and 
whether I or they are sound in the faith of 
the fathers, shall be left with the true de- 
mocracy ot the district to settle at the polls 
in that contest.’’ 

“[ stated on all proper oecasions that 

[I would not oOppuse the nomination of 
any other by the convention unless my 
vote on the Potter resolution should be 
censured and I ruled out of the party be- 
cause ofit. But if they did condemn my 
vote referred to and nominate another, 
I should appeal from the lower to 
the higher tribunal. I canvassed my 
district, met the people in masses, 
and defended mv cause on the principles of 
of democracy. maintained that fidelity to 
yarty organization did not require pliant con- 
Seemity to party causes or dictatiou upon 
questions of legislation. This was the height 
my independeatism in that canvass. I had 
been put down in the house here and de- 
nied the privilege of addressing them 
even for three minutes upon the 
passage of the resolution. I was 
not then warring against the democratic par- 
ty but trying to save it with its organization 
from inevitable self-destruction. 1 told the 
leading men of the party who were pressing 
the adoption of the resolution that if they 
succeeded and made them a party issue they 
would not, in my opinion, carry thirteen con- 
gressional districts in the next election 
throughout the entire northern states. This 
warning did but bring down uvon me fiercer 
determination by certain presses both north 
and south. When,however,the true democra- 
ev of Pennsylvania—the old keystone state, 
in convention a few weeks afterwards, spoke 
in condemnation of the policy of the Potter 
resolutions, which really involved the peace 
of the country, this voice fell upon the ears 
of the leaders of the party in the house as dis- 
tant thunder, indicating a storm of popular 
reprobation which brought them to their 
senses. They soon determined to tack ship 
and abandoned the further prosecution of 
the measure. I have thus sketched the 
status of the case when I entered the canvass 
of my district in 1878 Atthat time nearly 
every democratic paper in the state was for 
ruling me out ofthe party, but before I got 
through with it there was not one so low as 
to do reverence to the Potter resolution. I 
discussed the question before the masses as a 
democrat, talking to democrats and placing 
my defense before them inside of the party 
and appealing te them tosend men to the 
convention who would decide whether I was 
atrue democrat or not. The resudt was a 
unanimous vete im that convention, save one, 
indorsing my course and presenting my name 
for nomination. If there was treason to the 
party in this, then let those who wish make 
the most of it. 

I then said: But how, Mr. ap mens about 
your saying that there was nO issue between 
you and Mr. Speer? 

Mr. SrepHens—3d. Oh, yes, that is e¢n- 
other one of the matters to which I re- 
ferred in the beginning and to which I in- 
tended to allude before closing this conversa- 
tion. My meaning was clear and explicit 
that there was no issue of fact between myselt 
and Mr. Speer touching the sending of his 
telegram to Dr. Felton on the l4th of May. 
Of course I did not mean to 
say there was no pulitical issue 
or difference between Mr.Speer and myself, as 
has been insidiously argued by some. There 
isa difference, a wide difference. The real dif- 
ference between us, as I understand it, is that 
he is an independent, and acts outside of the 
organization while I am an organized 
democrat acting within the, organization. 
ith. In conclusion, I’ wish to add that I 
bave authorized no person m= aby 
case to sayg{that I would accept the 
nomination of any party or organiza 
tion or association of indiviuals except 
the nomination of the democratic party, OF

DESTRUCTION MADE IN BOTH LIFE 
AND PROPERTY. i 


Houses Blown Down, Reofs Carried Away, Steamers 
Sunk end Trees Uprooted—Five Ladies Killed 
in One House and Several Persons Killed 
Elsewhere—Telegraph Wires Dows. 


Sr. Lovis, June 17.—A heavy gale last 
night did a great.amount of damage in this 
city, in the aggregate, but there are no heavy 
individual losses. The chief damage was in 
roofs, chimneys, signs. glass ard marble 
property. The wind attained a velocity of 
66 miles per hour. On the river the damage 
was greater. The steamer Blue Lodge,valued 
at $10,000, the property of McDonald Bros., 
lumber dealers, of LaCrosse. Wis., was sunk 
at the Pittsburg dike on the Illinois shore. 
She is a total loss, and not insured. The 


steamboat Champion, owned by Captain 
Woodward, was sunk at East St. Louis, and 
is alsoa total loss. She was valued at $10,000, 
and is fully insured. Captain Dan Silver’s 
boats, Bright Light and Annie P. 
Silver, sustained damages respectively to 
the extent of $1,000 and $15,000. The steam- 
boat Charles Charteau lost her boom and was 
damaged to the extent of $2,000, The steam- 
boat Grand Pacific,of the St.Paul packet line, 
suffered to the amount of $300. he steam- 
boat City of Helenalost both her chimneys. 
The total loss om the river is over $25,000. 
The storm was more severe in east St. Louis 
than on the other side of the river. Nearly all 
the southern portion of that town was flooded, 
and about 90 houses, occupied by poor fami- 
lies, were damaged to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent. Several were blown down entirely, or 
twisted out of shape. Women and children 
left their houses and waded about in the 
muddy water for hours, seeking shelter from 
the storm, filling the freight cars and 
occupying other places of refuge. The 
round house of the narrow gauge rail- 
road was nearly blown down, and 
Koebler’s mill nearly lost its roof. Most of 
the upper story of the engine house, and 
about 115 feet of the Vandalia line freight 
house was carned away. The East St. Louis 
elevator, Advance elevator and the elevator 
B., lost their smoke stacks and a part of their 
roofs. The Hazel mill also suffered severely. 
A number of other buildings, some of them 
business houses, lost their roofs or part of 
their walls, and a considerable stock was dam- 
aged or destroyed by the rain. The total 
loss cannot fall short of $50,000, and may be 
more. Telegraph wires were all prostrated. 
All the Western Union wires west of this 
city are still down, but communication east- 
ward has been partly restored. The brief dis- 
patch just received from Leavenworth, Kas., 
that the storm visited that city last night. 
Five ladies were killed in a house there and a 
great amount of damage was done. Kansas 
City was visited last night by a terrific 
tornado which unroofed and overturned the 
houses. blew down the trees and fences, and 
worked general havoc. Fowler Bro’s. cooper 
shop and the Western paint shops were 
blown down, and Thomas Madden, who was 
in the latter was killed. The Howell Hotel 
at Rosedale, a surburban town, was also 
blown down, killing Win. Reese. Fred Pow- 
ell had a leg broken at Wyandotte, across 
Kansas river. The opera house was unroofed. 
The loss in Kansas City is estimated at 
$200,000. 
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THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Mr. Kubeson Presents the Keport of the Naval Appro- 
priations Committee. 

WasHINGTON, June 17.—The house, at 11:25 
went into committee of the whole, Mr. Bur- 
rows, of Michigan, in the chair, and resumed 
the consideration of the river and harbor bill. 
The paragraph making the appropriation for 
the improvement of the Mississippi having 
been reached, Mr. Brown, of Indiana, moved 
to strike cut the clause providing that money 
shall be expended by the _ secretary 
of war in accordance with the plans of 
the Mississippi river commission, and insert 
a proviso leaving itin the discretion of that 
officer to expend the money in such a way 
and upon such plans as will best improve the 
navigation of the Mississippi river. Tahis 
amendment was sustained by Messrs. Browne 
and Calkins of Indiana, Bayne of Pennsyl- 
vania. and Hepburn of Iowa, and opposed at 
length by the representatives from the sec- 
ticn of country lying along the lower Missis- 
sippil. The argument in opposition to the 
amendment were reinforced by Messrs. Page, 
Townsend, of Ohio; Harris, of Massachusetts, 
and others in favor of having the improve- 
ments carried on upon the commission plan. 
Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, offered an amend- 
ment prohibiting the construction or repair 
of the levees.. Rejected. Similar amend- 
ments were offered by Mr. Belle, of Indiana, 
and Mr. Dingley, of Maine, were lost, and the 
question recurring on Mr. Brown’s amend- 
ment was rejected—59 to 106. Mr. Page, 
of California, offered an amendment 
directing the secretary of war to carry on the 
works contemplated in the bill by contract 
when not detrimental to the interests of the 
government. Adopted. The commitiee then 
arose and reported the bill to the auuse and 
the bill was passed—yeas 119—nays 47. Mr. 
Robeson, of New York, from the committee 
on appropriations, reported the naval appro- 
priation bill, and ordered it printed and recom- 
mitted. The house at 6:40 adjourned. A re- 
publicancaucus was announced to take place 
on Tuesday evening next.

Boston, June 17.—At five o'clock this 
morning Timothy Remick’s cotton-waste mill 
at Boston Highlands took fire. The building 
contained much cotton waste, which being 
thoroughly soaked by water from the engines, 
become so heavy as to burst the walls. which 
fell upon several firemen, who were con- 
siderably injured, one of whom it is thought 
will not survive.

The nature of 
the conspiracy is similar to that charged in 
the cases now being tried, namely: Lllegal 
expedition and increase of service upon 
the routes. The comptroller of 
the currency has authorized the First national 
bank of Belton, Texas, to commence business 
with a capital of $50,000. 

The house committee on appropriations to- 
day adopted the report of the sub-committee 
in charge of the naval appropriation bill, and 
directed Mr. Robeson to report the bill to the 
house for printing and recommittal.

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THE DOUGLASVILLE RUMPUS. 


The Trial of the Men Charged with Assaulting the 
Young Italian. 
Special Dispatchto the Constiution. 
DovGLasvILLE, June 17.—Yesterday morn- 
ing the case of the State vs. W. T. Lindly, 
C. P. Vandergrift J. M. Baggatt, J. V. Edge 
and C. D. Camp, charged with the offense of 
false imprisonment in detaining Michle Ber- 
ni, the Italian boy, was called by J. Q. Telly, 
J. P., setting as a court of inquiry. Thestate 
was represented by W. A. Jones, and the de- 
fendants by J. M. Edge, J. 8S. James, R. A. 
Massey, W. T. Roberts and A.C. Bartlett. 
W. T. Lindly was first on trial. Lindly is 
the sheriff of the county, and is the man 
who arrested the boy. The evidence so far 
developes the following facts: The boy was 
in Douglasville on the 9th selling hisftoys. J. 
V. Edge sent C. D. Camp after Lindly to 
bring the boy back, who at that 
time was zoing out of the west side of town. 
Lindly went after him and brought him back 
to the court house. Some of his toys were 
broken, and the boy cried. J. V. Edge came 
in about that time and asked what was the 
matter. Someone told him, and he proposed 
to pay for them, but his father told him not 
to doit; that he did not break them. and had 
no business paying for them. The Italian 
was then placed in the hall of the court-house, 
where Lindly and Vandergrift sat on him at 
the same time. He then tried to get away 
from them, running part of the way down 
the stairway, when ne was overtaken by 
Lindly and some one else and carried back 
They then assisted him to get down with his 
toys. He walked about one hundred yards, 
when he was assisted to put his toys 
down by Mr. James Smith. He then lay 
down in the gutter by the sidewalk in front 
of Mr. A. W. McLarty’s store and was there 
examined by two physicians. They found 
that his pulse was forty beats above normal, 
and also found evidence of internal injuries. 
The greater part of to-day has been consumed 
by argument of law points. A conclusion 
will be reached some time next week. The 
young Italian isstill in a badly used up con- 
dition. |

A RIDE TO DEATH. 


A HORRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT 
AT KINGSTON YESTERDAY. 


An Engine Plunges into Some Freight Cars, with « 
Fatal Result—One Mam Killed and Another 
Patally Wounded—How the Aceident Oc- 
eurred—A Horrible Sight, Ete., Bte. 


Yesterday morning at a few minutes before 
two o'clock a terrible railway accident eccur- 
red at Kingston, on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, which resulted in the almost instan- 
taneous death ef Andrew J. West, engineer 
on the southward bound fast mail train, and 
George Bass, his fireman. The details of the 
tragedy are thrilling in the extreme, and are 
recited below: | 

No. 7is a threugh freight train which 
passes Kingston at 11:25 p. m. On the fate- 
ful night it left on the side track at Kingston 
three freight cars. in pulling out from the 


little village from some cause as yet unex- 
plained, the switch remained open for the 
sideling as the freight train resumed its jour- 
ney northward. 1:41 a. m., about two hours 
after the train ed up the road was the ar- 
rival time of the southward bound fast mail 
which is due in Atlanta about 
four o’ clock. The train is one 
of the fastest trains in @eorgia, frequent 
running at a speed of forty. miles an hour. It 
is said that as it approached Kingston it must 
have been running at a speed of from 35 to 
40 miles an hour. At any rate it does not 
stop at Kingston, and itis hardly provable 
that the speed was much slackened, as it is 
not customary to pay much attention to the 
small places along the road where stop- 
pages are not made. The engineer 
was Andrew J West, a young 
man of thirty-eight, with a keen bright eye, 
a cool demeanor and a resolute face. is 
fireman was George Bass, a young man 
scarcely twenty-one years of age. From the 
first switch to the cars was about six hundred 
feet. From the second switch the distance 
was about half as great. Both switches were 
open for the sidelings, and an engine coming 
from Chattanooga must inevitably collide 
with the cars unless sto in time w pre- 
vent such an accident, ti e two men, smoke- 
begrimmed, stood upon the engine ‘‘General’’ 
as it thundered along through the night. It 
was away after midnight, and the passen- 
gers were dozing and_= snoring in 
their berths or lay stretched in  un- 
gainly shapes upon the car seats. The 
first switch threw the engine a little from its 
course, but as the track lay directly alongside 
of the main line the change could barely be 
noticed. A few turns of the ponderous dri- 
vers and the engine gave another jerk to one 
sideand the headlight flashed upon the cars 
standing upon the side-track, along which the 
train was dashing with lightning-like 
velocity. The brave engineer could take 
but a moment to think, a_ second 
almost, and his engine would dash into the 
cars. Reversing his engine, he applied the air 
brake. That was all that he could do. Step- 
ping from his perch in his cab, he started to 
jump from the locomotive. As he stood be- 
tween the tender and the engine the crash 
came. The locomotive went through the 
first car like it wasa bank of fog and shat- 
tered it into ten thousand pieces. One 
of the heavy side sills passed along 
the boiler over the tender and _ struck 
into the baggage car. The second car 
was driven into the third car two- 
thirds of its length. The engine came to a 
halt with a tremor, and the drivers began to 
do the work laid out for them by brave An- 
drew West. They revolved backward, and as 
they moved the train away from the wreck 
the form of the engineer dropped from be- 
tween the engine and tender and fell a limp 
mass beside the track. At the same time the 
fireman lay almost dead near the track. The 
ar brought the passengers to. their 
-eet in an instant and  ~began an 
pavestigation. Conductor Horatio Bradley 
Sprang upon the engine and caught the 
‘throttle. It was wide open, showing how per- 
fect had been the efforts of the engineer to 
reverse and stop the engine. When West was 
taken up he wasinsensible. His shoulder was 
bruised, and upon the top and back of his 
head was aterrible blow, evidently inflicted 
by a piece of heavy timber. He was evidently 
in adying condition, and ina few minutes 
expired. 

The fireman, George Bass, was uncons@ious. 
He presented a most sickening spectacle. 
There was a long gash over his forehead, 
another across liis nose, and through that 
gash he was breathing. -His face, neck and 
chin was one mass of lacerated 
flesh. He wasin acritical condition at last 
accounts and his death is expected. His 
father livesin Atlanta and went up to King- 
ston yesterday to be at the bedside of his son. 
The statement was madein Atlanta yester- 
day that Bass was dead. It was not true, 
however, but the news of his death is momen- 
tarily iooked for. The unfortunate engineer 
was carried into the depot at Kingston and 
a messenger was sent to Cartersville for a 
coffin. The remains were placedin a coffin 
and at one o'clock yesterday reached the 
citv. They were met atthetrain by Mr. C. 
H. Swift, the undertaker, and a delegation 
from the Knights of Honor, an organization 
of which Mr. West is a member, with a large 
number of railroad men. The remains were 
carried to the late home of the dead man, on 
Foundry street. Today they will he buried. 
At three o'clock the remains will be taken 
from the residence to the Third Baptist church 
and there the}funeral sermon will be preached. 
After that the remains will be put 
upon a special train provided by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and 
carried to Oakland cemetery, where 
they will be interred. The funeral will be 
managed by the Knights of Honor, and will 
be attended by hundreds of friends of the 
unfortunate man. Mr. West was about 
thirty-eight years of age, and leaves two chil- 
dren, two bright eyed boys. His wife died 
some time since. 

A semi-ludicrous incident in connection 
with the accident was the narrow escape from 
death experienced by a tramp who was sleep- 
ing in one of the freight cars. When found 
he was notable to give any account of him- 
self. Hesaid that he did not know who he 
was. where he had come from, when he left.

THE RAILROAD WAR.’ 


The Riehmeond and Danville Raliread Out of the

rates are already being cut in some quarters 
in the shape of rebates, but there is no posi- 
tive information on this subject. The belief 
is. that the railroads are standing 
on @ mine which at-any time is 
likely to go off, and when it does the light- 


‘ ning is going to strike somewhere. It is*be- 


lieved that the Richmond and Danville has 
been preparing for this independent schedule 
for a long time andit is no new with 
the management of the road. If the road 
cuts, the general belief is that it will be on 
western produce. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville has an aliy in the Chesapeake and Ohio 
road from Louisville down to Richmond. It 
may be that the managers of the long 
haul on western produce propose to 
cut rates against the short haul. It cannot 
be guessed what the real scheme is. It is cer- 
tainly to be desired that whatever is done the 
building of the Georgia Pacific will not be 
hindered. The rate committee of the l 
will meetin New York on the 22d, and it 
may be that the whole thing will he straight- 
ened up ina satisfactory manner, Any day 
may start the ball rolling, or it even may not 
roll at all.

the reduced rates, is so high that there is very 
little profitin shipping. Says he, ‘-we have 
to give the express companies our produce for 
hauling it.”” He is now utilizing his crop by 
drying them, and thinks it wili pay much 
better. He has a large evaporator that is ca- 
pable of drying bushels upon bushels per day.

Soppy Coat Mines, Tennessee, June 15 — 
suppose it would be a fair estimate to say 
that not more than one man in every thou- 
sand knows anything about the horrors of 
mining coal. Out of 50,000,000 people in the 
United States, only 500,000 of them know 
what a torturous, menial life the miner leads: 
the other 49,500,000 being in conrparative ig- 
norance as to the risks and deprivations ron 
by these men who spend their lives in dark- 


ness for the sake of humanity. In England, 
where the percentage of accidents is greater 
than in this country, coal miners do not liye 
as long, on an average, as farrpers | 
by fifteen years, I have no statistical ong 
mation on the subject before me, but have no 
doubt as to its correctness. If the average 
life of afarmer in England is forty years, a 
miner there generally dies at thirty. This 
decrease in years is caused by a number of 
things—foul air, dampness and liability to 
death by gas explosions and other accidents. 
In American mines the per centage is greatly 
lessened because our mines are generally bet- 
ter situated, better ventilated and contain 
less dampness to cause weakening of the 
lungs and such diseases. 

And yet, notwithstanding all these stagger- 
ing figures as to liability to accident and short- 
ness of life, ask any man who ever dug coal 
for a livelihood what hethinksof the life, and 
invariably the answer comes, ‘‘I would not 
exchange it for any other.” Why there 
should be such aclinging fascination to a call- 
ing that forces a man to spend ten years—ten 
full years—of a life of thirty winters, under 
the ground; where no light ever comes except 
that which is emitted from a pale, sickly 
lamp he wears upon his cap; where the very 
air he breathes has to be forced almost en- 
tirely into his lungs by artaficial means; 
where he is generally wedged in between two 
solid walls of reck, and where he can only 
work upon his knees, with his head upon his 
breast, or where the walls are. too close to- 
gether, the vein too thin, and he is required 
to lie upon his side and pick and pick away, 
using doubly as much strength to strike. as 
would be necessary if standing. I say why 
such a life of kneeling and lying on one’s 
side can be a fascination, is beyond my com- 
prehension. Unlike men who @ig for gold or 
silver or even iron, they have no hope of a 
reward farther than the pittance they can 
get by delving upon their knees. The life 
of a miner is reverential in this respect, wheth- 
eritis so literally I cannot say. Sailors, 
who spend their lives with nothing 
beneath them but the surging billows of the 
ocean deep, are noted for the vehemence of 
theirswearing ability; and I have heard the 
charve made against miners to similar effect, 
However, | am prepared to say that after a 
day inthe mines here [ came out to see the 
sun brilliant in its glory and nota single oath 
inging inmy ears irya the darkness [ had 
left within. | ! | 

At ten o’citck this morning under the guid- 
ance of Mr. A. Lioyd, the superintendent, 
and also cone of the owners, I entered the 
mines, the iirst I had ever explored, But be- 
fote detailing what I saw there let me first 
state where the Soddy mines are situated. 
They are on the Cincinnati Southern railroad, 
in Hamilton county,and only twenty iniles 
from Chattanooga. The name of Soddy was 
obtained from the creek by That name which 
fllows down the mountain close to the mines. 
Itis a beautiful little stream, by the way, 
picturesque in places and rendered wild 
and romantic -in others by pretty 
little cascades vhich it makes 
in its desvent. In one place, locking up the 
ravine down which the stream rushes be- 
tween solid walls of rugged rock, the fresh 
green foliage and the rising mountains on 
all sides give it atinge of almost grandeur 
as it leaps madly over two or three flights of 
stone some twenty five feeteach in height. 

The Soddy mines are considered as fine 
as any inthe country and by odds the best 
worked of any in the south. Their natural 
situation are such as to give them a big ad- 
vantage in handling the coal after it comes 
from the mines. In not a single instance is 
it necessary to lift it, and that is inside the 
mines. where it is first placed in the pony 
cars direct from the rooms in which the 
miners pile it. All the rest of the journey 
the coal travels, until it is dumped into tne 
railruad cars, is down hill, through chutes or 
on the cars that carry it tothe depot. In other 
words, the only uphill part of the work is 
in digging. The facilities for handling coal 
at Soddy are the best I ever saw. 

ENTERING THE MINES, 

Having donned a regulation mining suit, 
our party, consisting of Superintendent 
Lloyd and a Mr. I-forgot-his-name, from Chat- 
tanvoga, a commercial evangelist, took a seat 
ja a small car about two and a hali feet wide 
aud four feet long. 1 say wook a seat—I don't 
mean that—we squatted. There was. no place 
to sit except on the floor of the car. A mule 
drew the train, there being two other cars, 
and in a minute orso we were going, it seemed 
to me, at the rate of ten miles an hour. At 
the entrance the tunnel is seven or eight feet 
higb, but about an hundred yards under it 
grows beautifully less, until one is warned 
not to put any fingers outside the edges of the 
car and t keep the head as low 
as possible. This seems a little 
strange, but it is nevertheless true,that though 
the floor of the car is only six inches from the 
floor of the tunnel and the car was being 
drawn by a mule only a iitile below medium 
size, our heads would have been paintully 
bumped had we even attempted to kneel in 
the car. 

“How lich are these tunnels?’ I asked Mr. 
“vd when he had cautioned us about keep- 
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in. onr heads low. 

“They vary from three feet eight inches to | 
four anda hall feet.” 

‘You don't mean to say these 

rouczh a hoie only three feet eight inches 

gh, do you?’ 

“Yes, do. They have a way of stooping, 
and can run their level best without even 
touching a hair on their backs.”’ 

We carricd lamps on our caps—tiny [iti 
lamps of tin—aboutan inch in diameter and 
two inches tall, holding an ounce of oii or 
two hours burning. As we went through the 
tunnels the draught would put out 
the lamps at times, which was an experience 
thoroughly uncomfortable when I didn’t 
know what minute I'd be knocked in the 
head by a projecting boulder. The Soddy 
mines have be2n worked for about a mile 
anda half into the ground, horizontally, and 
i rom the entrance allthe way to 
where we went. When we had gone about 
half a mile the ear stoppedand Mr. Lloyd 
Invited is to get out. 

IN A MINER’S COAL ROOM. 

Proceeding down a branch tunnel afoot for 
an hundred yards or more we came to a brace 
of sturdy miners digging away ina ‘‘room,”? 
as itis called. When a coal vein is found it 
is followed up until it is exhausted and then 
the rock is tunneled until it appears again, 
when the room is enlarged until itis unsafe 
to dig further. The-e veins here vary from 
two to six feetin thickness and will average 
three feet. Three feetisa very rood ay erage. 
The greater part of the Soddy coal, in fact all 
of it, isincased between walls of solid slate 
or limestone rocks like this:

_._Having crawled into the room -which- was 
Only about two feet and. a half bigh, we 
watched the miners dig until. our neeks were 
absdélutely stifffrom bending. Craniming a 
man into a den like that seemed horrible 
enough even for a brief visit, but to contem- 

late spending ten years of ones life in such a 
Aosition was 

WORSE THAN HORRIBLE. 

In this particuiar room it was scarcely pos- 
sible to kneel-and bend. overvand dig, the 
juiner having tolie on-bis side:te strike. 

“How much-canaiman dig herea day?’ I 
asked of Mr. Lloyd. 

“From three to six tons a day and often 
more.” 

“Then a man can earn froma dollarand a 
half to four dollars ?”’ 

“Tes, 

But the life! 1 took a pick}from a miner 
named Roberts and tried to dig. Lam stronger 
than the average miner, but it seemed like 
cutting through flint. So faras digging coal 
is concerned | ama miserable failure. The 
miner took the pick, and ina few minutes 
had gone two or three inches under the bot- 
tom of the vein. To make the work all the 
more terrible, they only dig right on the bot- 
tom of the vein, this being done in order to 
prevent making finecoal. When the pick can’t 
go any further, a hole is drilled and a blast of 
powder putir the fuseand lighted. A pound 
of powder often brings out lumps weighing 
several tonsa, and thus a deal of labor is saved. 
When the fuse is touched off the miner runs 
or crawls behind a ledge or corner a few feet 
away until the explosion o¢fcurs. These ex- 
plosions can be heard in every part of the 
mine, and felt like the shock of an earth- 
quake, the concussion being very strong and 
hard, In Roberts’ room a blast had just been 
made, and the foul air from the powder was 
almost unbearable. But they don’t seem to 
mind it much. 

t,‘'I have three boys and we together earn 
five dollars and a half a day.’’ 

‘So you like to dig coal?’ 

“Like it, sir? Why, I could not be happy 
at anything else.” ae 

By the dim light of our lamps, his face 
bore aterrible look, the features being hag- 
gard and worn, though the countenance was 
firm and resolute. To hear him talk and joke 
about the strange fascination: that always 
hangs about coal diggers’ life was 
like laughing in the shadows of the 
grave. This room had been worked out until 
it was now seven or eight acres in extent. As 
fastas the area is enlarged the walls are 
propped up with heavy pine or oak timbers 
until they loek like a diminutive edition of 
she gothic chamber in Mammoth cave. 

“These rooms always fallin after awhile,”’ 
said Mr. Lloyd, ‘‘po matter how well we prop 
them.’’ 

‘Do they ever imprison the miners?”’ 

‘Sometimes, but as they generally give no- 
tice of falling this is not likely to occur often. 
The timbers commence to crack several days 
before the crash comes and thus-the men are 
warned, In English mines, however, they 
have no way to prevent disasters. Ple men 
have to use safety lamps to prevent the gas 
from igniting, Thus the lives of a thousand 
men might be sacriticed by the carelessness of 
gue mup were he io Open the door of his 
lniiip an insiQ@ni. Lhen, too, the ventilation 
of American mines is a great deal better than 
ienglish mines. There they mine by sinking 
shaits Gown hundreds of feetintothe ground; 
here. we use the drift process and dig right 
Jato the side of the hills. Inthis way we save 
immense labor and do not have to use ma- 
chinery for loisting the coal. Our ventilation 
is natural. In the centre of the minesa shaft 
is sunk from the outer surface, and on the top 
of the ground a stack fifty feet high is raised 
to increase the draft. At the bottom of this 
shaft a coal fire is lighted which sucks the air 
through from all the entrances and thus thor- 
oughly ventilates the entire mines.” 

We went finally to this air shaft and found 
the draft so strong that our lamps were nearly 
extinguished. Proceeding on afoot from there 
we came out to get a lunch at twelve o’cloek, 
remaining about fifteen minutes. We 
started in for the second time, with 
only one car and a determination to make 
the entire trip by rail. In all we went thir- 
teen miles; there being that much track in 
different portions of the mines. When we 
came out thought I should suffocate. In- 
side the temperature was 54 degrees; outside 
it was 90. It seemed 200 by contrast. 

At the entrance, the height above the Sod- 
dy railroad is 300 feet or more. An inclined 
railway carries itfrom the mouth of the mines 
to the chutes, which dump the coal into the 
cars, the latter carrying it to the depot to be 
again dumped into the usual flat cars. This 
inclined railway isa great invention. Bya 
cable wound over a drum at the top of the 
incline, a loaded car isrun down while one 
atthe bottom is drawn up by the weight of 
the loaded one. A heay rake prevents too 
great speed. On several occasions a car has 
broken loose’ from the cable and would 
go down the incline at the 
rate of two hundred miles 
an hour, leaping across a chasm two hundred 
feet on reaching the dumps below. When the 
cars arrive at the lower platform at the foot of 
the incline by a simple yet ingenious contriv- 
ance, they are automatically dumped intoa 
chute into the cars below. From there they are 
drawn by a powerful locomotive to the depot 
where the regular railroad cars are loaded. 
The road to the depot isa very heavy grade 
over three hundred feet to the mile, so a most 
powerful locomotive is required to draw the 
cars up again. However, it is accomplished 
without any difficulty. 

While sitting on the top of the incline 
watching the .cars go up and down, I asked 
Mr. Lloyd the following questions: 

‘How many men do you work here?” 

‘Three hundred here, though we are going 
to open another mine which will run the 
nunaber up to four hundred.”’ 

What is the capacity of the mines?” 

_., Aout 16,000 bushels a day, coke apd coal, 
Ve get out 205,000 tons every year. This is 
about 100,000 bushels a week, or 8,000,000 
pounds. We get out 1,000,000 pounds daily 
or 416,000,000 pounds yearly.” 4 

“What is this product worth?” 

“About paulc, We consider the Soddy 
coal the finest on the market for making 
steam, and hence it is in great demand 
ainong manufacturers. It contains more car- 
bon than ordinary coal and will, consequently 
burn longer.” ‘ 

“What is it worth ?”’ 

: “We lay it down in Chattanooga at two 
Gouars aton, though the run of the mines 
comes a little cheaper. Lump coal comes a 
cent and a hali or two cents per bushel 
higher.”

On leaving the mines we went to the depot, 
where the coal furnaces are burning. These 
jurnaces burn 2,400 bushels of coke dailv.

Lloyd informed me that he would shortiv 
commence the manufacture of ‘patent fuel,’ 
the rst that has ever been tried in America. 
They have spent $10,000 fitting up the neces- 
ps a re making it, and will have

In 1866, by an im- 
perial firman, the Vali was elevated to 
the rank of khedive (king) on condition of 
paying tothe sultan an annual tribute of 
$3,525,000. Seven years later, in return for a 
slight increase in the tribute, the khedive 
was vested with the rights, previously with- 
held, of concluding treaties and maintaining 
armies—thereby becoming absolute sovereign. 
These changes were largely due to the inter- 
position of England and France, who wished 
to dissociate Egyptian from Turkish finances, 
and to exercise a more direct control over the 
Suezcanal.

This volume is LOt by any means what it pretends 
tobe. itis neithera just ner an accurate account 
of Calhoun’s life; it is neither a fair nor a judicious 
study of the relations the great South Carolinian 
bore to the political events of the period in which 
he lived. There are tantalizing indications all 
through the book that Dr. von Hulst is well fitted 
to make a study of Calhoun’s life, but the volume 
before us seems to have been hastily prepared to 
meet the exigencies of a publisher’s series, and 
there are likewise various unhappy evidences of 
padding. Gne would expect, for instance, to find 
ina work of this kind, which is more pretentious 
than a monograph, a rather complete biography 
of Calhoun, the most pertinent details thereof being 
inseparable from the permanent value of sucha 
volume. It is the absence of any luminous sketch 
of Calhoun’s career that gives to Dr. Yon Holst’s 
book a sortof ephemeral character. It is only neec- 
essary to state, in this connection, that the worthy 
doctor goes to the diary of John Quincy Adams for 
the most of his information in regard to Calhoun: 
and to this we might add that the most of his opin- 
ions are to be traced to the same source. Itis very 
evident that the fact that John Quincy was once 
the president has led Dr. Von Holst to believe that 
all his views, good, bad and indifferent, are typical 
American views. We may say, therefore, that 
whil2 the doctor’s book is interesting, it is unsatis- 
factory. It is not necessary, for instance, to write 
along, labored essay on Calhoun in order to attack 
slavery, and nullification, and secession.

He had met oneor two! And yet how few people 
in this world hear the hound giving mouth in the 
far distance, or the horse galloping beyond the 
woods, or see the dove disappear behind the cloud!

The colored secieties nearly 
all had their money in the bank, and as they 
were quite numerous they helped in a large 
way to swell the amount.
